BONN, Feb. 2 (Agencies) Saudi Arabia and West 
Germany .signed a trade agreement Friday which protects 
German invesiment in the Kingdom. 

The agreement is seen as a means of boosting German 
industrial investment in Saudi Arabia, in that it removes a 
stumbling block to funher capital infusions in 'he Kfngdom's 
economy. 

West German law requires an agreement ihai neither 
country will expropriate the other's assets as a condition lor 
the German Company for Economic- Cooperation iDb'G) aid- 
mg private German companies in their proiects. 

A sUUemeni released Friday by the Geiman Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs said the agreement signed earlier in the day 
covers only private investments guaranteed hy the West German 
government, such as the DEG projects. 

The agreement was signed in Bonn hv Saudi Minister 
of iMnance and National Economy Sheikh Muhammad Aba 
AJ-Khait and German Minister of Economics Otto L.imbBJurrf. 

The agreement followed a two-day meeting of the Saudi 
German Joint Commission for Economic Cooperation, which 
is chaired by the two ministers. 

In his opening address at tfac Commission meeting Thurs- 
day. Lambsdorff described Saudi Arabia as a stabilizing fac- 
tor in toe Middle East and praised the Kingdom's oil pricing 
policies for “taking into account worldwide economic condi- 
tions.”

JEDDAH, Feb. 2 — Representatives of the Saudi, Jor* 
daman and Syrian governments and three intemacioual engS' 
neering consortia Thursday opened meetings in Damascus to 
negotiate a feasibility study for the recoaunissioning of the 
historic Hejaz Railway. 

Deputy CommunicatiMis Ministers Dr. Nasser Salloum 
and Dr. Mohiuddin Kayyal are representing Saudi Arabia at 
the five-day session of a technical committee on tbe railroad, 
the Saudi Press Agency rq)orted Friday. 

The committee will negotiate the feasibility study with 
the three consortia designated from eight pre-quaJlfied bidders 
by transport ministers of the three countries at a meeting in 
Riyadh in December. 

One consultant will be selected to undertake the study 
which is to be completed within 13 months of contract signing 
in Amman at the end of this month, Jordanian Transport 


Minister Aii Suheimat said m a recent interview. 

In the interview, Subeimat said that Getman and U.S. 
consortia were best placed to win the order to undertake the 
study. According to press reports, the three consorUa nego- 
tiating in Damascus are TAMS of the United States with Cana- 
dian Pacific Railways; Louis Berger International and Deleuw 
Cather of the U.S. and RITES of India; and a German group 
led by Dorsch Consult. 

Successful 

The successful consultant \rill be contracted to study the 
technical and economic feasibility of relaying the entire 1,300 
kilometers of the historic line in standard rather than the nar- 
row gauge that once carried pilgrims and freight fom Damas- 
cus Co Medina. Opened at tfae mm oi the century, the Hne 
operated fully only until 1914. 

The Jordanian and Syrian sections still carry traffic but 
the Saudi section, damaged during World War One, was not 
brought b3ck into service. 

Depending on the consultants report, the target date for 
completion of the entire project is 1988, accw^ding to Subeamat.

Saudi Communications Minister Dr. Hus- 
se‘n Mansouri said that a feasibility study was under way for 
the expansion of east-west rail links in Saudi Arabia.

The Voice of Democratic 
Cambodia, the only radio of 
the templed regime, said that 
Wednesday and lliursday 
troops from Vietnam were 
sent in to retake the area 
around the Tonle Bassac Ri- 
ver south of Phnom Penh and 
the southern Phnom Penh 
suburb of Takhmau. which 
the Pol Pot troops claim to 
control. 

The broadcast claimed that 
the Vietnamese suffered 100 
frilled and five tanks destroyed 
in a “fierce battle" around Ta- 
khmau.

Feb 2 (R.J — Pre- 
sident Sandro Pertini is expec- 
ted to give caretaker Premier 
Guilio AnAnqtti a firesh man- 
date to form ' a government 
after coosol^Dg ' party leaders 
on Italy's latest political crisis, 
presidential sources said Friday.

said Andreotti could face an 
utmost inkpossible task if his 
minority Christian Democratic 
Party refused to accept the 
Communists as partners in a 
new government.

mocratic parliamentary leader 
Giovanni Gallon!, in which he 
said the Communist Party

found changes before it could 
be allowed into a government. 

‘Tt’s the hardest reply the 
Christian Democrats have given 
so far, and prompts us to ask 
whether the party has already 
decided to go to ihe poDs," 
“L'Unita" said. 

General elections are not due 
until 1981, and al] party lea- 
ders say they want to avoid 
them now.

The slogan cf (he day ai the. 
headquarters of the man who 
Intends to turn Iran into an 
Islamic republic is “now that 
the devil is gone, the angel has 
returned.*' 

The “angel" is supposed to 
be Ayatullah Khomeioi, who 
came back to a triumphal wel- 
come by millions of his sup- 
porters here Thursday ut'ier 
spending IS years in exile work- 
ing for the monarch's down- 
fall. 

Embroidered banners spell* 
ing out this simplified vision of 
the world hang in every room 
of the former Islamic schod 
in old Tehran which has been 
set aside for him by the sup- 
porters of Irans spiritual lea- 
der. 

Across the muddy-yellow 
brick facade of the unprerten- 
tious building, the slogan is re- 
peated on a banner slung bet- 
ween two portraits of the 78- 
yearold Ayatullah, gaunt and 
angry and shaking a clenched 


house could be a model 


on a tiny scale of what life un- 
der an “Islamic republic" 
might be like in Iran. 

Swarming with turbanned 
MuUahs it has a certain chao- 
tic efficiency in a country 
where so many enterprises seem 
compl'cated. But Khomeini has 
hn unique advantage; he ap- 
pears to be the only man who 
can gel people to go back to 
work in a country which has 
teen crippled from strikes. 

From one classroom his sup- 
porters ran 50.000 marshals who 
tried to keep order during 
Thursday's triumphal proces- 
sion along the 30-kilometer 
route from the airport to Teh- 
ran's main cemetery. Huge 
wiSdiy excited crowds proved 
too much for them, but they 
served some purpose. There 
was not a single soldier or 
policeman along the route and 
r.nt one shot was fired. 

In another classroom, Kho- 
meini's financial committee 
operates behind closed doors 
and in another, a small surgery 
has be$n set up. It is decorated 
with a typically Iranian love 
for gaudy flowers and the at- 
tendants assure visicors: “We 
■have spedalists for ail dis- 
eacs... Internal, children's all 
lypcs." 

The real center of attraction, 
however, is a huge hall in the 
basement which -server as a 
television room, prayer center 

md refectory. 

The floor is covered by 
brightly colored carpets. 

Some pray others flock round 
the television set and the rest 
sqiui iin the floor to eat ke- 
babs and large slices of un- 
leavened Pcisian bread Soft 
drinks, tea and water are avail- 
able, hut imported soft drinks 
from Israel are boycotted, ac- 
cording to an aide. 

Rice is cooked in giant caul- 
drons in the kitchen and about 
400 people could sit down to 
eat together. All those entering 
the hall leave their shoes at the 
door as a sign of respect. 
"Those who work here, the 
poor the sick, the aged, they 
can all come to eat here, like 
one big family," a guide es 
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f^ined. A painted sign in the 
room reads “welcome our 

great leader." 

The building itself is situated 
ill a typical quarter of the 

bazaar — that tightly-knit- ra- 
ther conservative and devout 
community which provided so 
much of the organizational abi- 
lity and business know-how 
ibat ensure Khomeini's success. 

Outside the house, the nei- 
ghbors gather to hear the even- 
ing news bulletin of the Bri- 
tish Broadcasting Corporation's 
(BBC) Persian-language ser- 
vice relayed &om loudspeakers 
to find out what the world 
thought of Khomeini's welcome 
-hat Iran'.s own television de- 
cided to ignore. 

Khomeini spent his first night 
back in Iran at the house of 
relatives whose location has 
been kept secr^ for security 
reasons,: 'according to aides. 

One of the proudest men in 
the house Thur^ay night, how- 
ever, was RaCigh Doust, a 38- 
year-old Tehran tradesman. It 
was he who diove Khomeini in 
his victory parade through 
Tehran. 

“He just laughed and laugh- 
ed and laughed at first when 
be saw bow many people there 
were. He kept on saying he 
loved this people and felt part 
of them Whenever i got nerv- 
ous 1 hit a few people. Not 
many, but they were not ser- 
ioudy injured," Doust said. 

Pandemonium broke out 
when (he crowds stampeded 
through the security cordons to 
catch, a glimpse of the leader 
for whose return they bad so 
long been waiting.

The pushing and shoving at 
one stage got so bad that 
Khomeini's black tu^an was 
knocked off. He was looking 
pale and faint. 

When he finally spoke to 
the huge crowd at Tehran's 
Behesfat Zahra, his voice was 
rather feeble and undramatic, 
although the message that came 
across was revolution.

Japanese for 
eign ministry sources said the 
proposal seemed to reflect a 
new SexibiUty by the North 
and noted that in contrast to 
previous statements it contain- 
ed several specific ideas for 
seating up the (elks. 

In Seoul, government ofScials 
reacted cautiously, saying only 
that they would study the 
radio broadcast for dues. Pri*

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Japan’s Bunraku 
puppet theater 
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By FtW. Rawdrag 

la Osaka, one of the most 
bustling cities of modern 
Japan, down a little street that 
you would miss if you tried to 
find it without a guide, is the 
Bunratn Puppet Theater. Osa- 
ka is the only place left now. 
adays where tbs andtet art 
focm is perf^ pertonaed, 

it evolved in a most interest- 
ing way from the streets and 
market places where blind story 
tellers gathered crowds a thou- 
.sand years ago. At first, the 
story tdlers. who chanted their 
tales, accompanied themselves 
by tapping a bamboo fan on 
their walking sticks. When later 
the Satnifiep was mveoted, the 
story teller would hire a player 
this haunting, three-scringed 
instrument to keep him com- 
pany. Eventually, about three 
and a half centuries ago, the 
popii^ were Htfroduoed, 

Originally, (he puppeteers 
were all Koreans, TiiQ Koreans 
had already brought Bud- 
dhism to Japan many cmluries 
before, and Korean craftsmen 
had built the ma.ssive wooden 
temples which stand to this day 
in Nara, Japan's first capital. 

The modern Bunraku per- 
formers are -the Joruri singers, 
who intone the story like a 
Greek Chorus; the Samis^ pla- 
yer who accompazues them; 
and the.diree maotpulators of 
each puppet. The puppets are 
half-sized with intricately join- 
ted limbs and exquisite cos- 
tumes. The heads are made in. 
such a way that the eyes, eye- 
brows, lips and even can move 
realistically. The master p^- 
formers control the heads and 
their apprentice assistants work 
the arms and legs. The pup- 
peteers work from a trench cut 
out of the small stage and the 
singers and accompanist sit at 
the back against a simple stage 
!^et of pine trees or a . painted 
screen to sug^t where the 


action takes place. The puppe- 
teers, wearing black enveloping 
robes and cowU to cover their 
heads, manipulate the puppets 
from behind. The ma^c and 
skill is such that, after a few 
moments, they seem to disap- 
l^ar and the puppets come to 
life and xhove by themgeives. 

The plays are ail traditional 
and date from the Heroic Per- 
iod, the time of the Samurai 
warriors in the middle ages. 
The subjects are powerful and 
dramatic; honor, loyalty, bet- 
ra)ral, passion, self-sacrifice and 
murder. Some of the great 
poets and dramadsts of Japan's 
Golden Age wrote for the Buoi- 
raku, so it is an essence of the 
best of the national literature. 

Ibe most fiusoos puppeteer of 
recent times was Bunguro Yos- 
hida, now dead, who was per- 
forming in his late 80s, having 
Teamed the craft at the age. of 
five years, Toyotake, a renown- 
ed Joruri singer, was still at- 
tracting the cognoscenti to his 
performances from all over 
Japan when he was 75. There 
is an enormous repertoire of 
plays and perfonnaoces. usu- 
ally of six associated stories, 
last about four hours. The feat 
of memory, for both puppeteers 
and singers, is incre^bie. Au- 
diences always ta'ke their lunch 
boxes and the little theater is 
invariably crowded. 

Bunraku is now almost an 
esoteric art form and like 
Noh, the ancient mask drama, 
IS cultivated by only the most 
traditionally cultured Japanese. 
However. Bunraku gave birth 
to Kabuki, the popular tradi- 
tional theater of Japan, which 
still follows closdy the style 
and cont^t of Bunraku in cos- 
tume, music and story. The , 
older Kabuki actors learned , 
their profession from watching | 
and die Bunraku. ' 

Much of the modem Jap- 
anese cinema, too, echoes the 
rhemes of Bunraku and Kabuki,

— triule anticipated — was 
some time off. They add that 
Hitlcg {^ned a strategy of a 
mobile defeose against the 
U.S. and British forces in 
Italy, :o kill as many allied 
soldiers as possible there, and 
wanted to launch another in* 
vasion of the Soviet Union. 

The next day, June 7. 1944, 
however, the tone of the 
messages fmn the Japanese 
envoy in Berlin to Tokyn 
^nged substantially They 
reported the alUed shelling of 
Normandy and paratroopers 
landing in ^ance. 

The documents made pub- 
lic contain some large gaps, 
the result of their having been 
.ceneored by the U.S. Natio- 
nal Security Agency. 

Archives officials said the 
deletions were not explained 
to them, but they speculated 
that some of the material may 


deal with individual privacy 
Also inftnmation on the Ultra 
program is released only with 
the agreement of officials in 
Britain, where some aspects of 
the project .ire still consider- 
ed secret.
